MDRS currently maintains 850 approved slots in the Traumatic Brain Injury Home and Community Based Waiver
Program with the Division of Medicaid.  These slots were involved in the U.S. Supreme Court case Olmstead, to
whereas MDRS must maintain funding to continue to serve individuals being served in this program.  This program
provides personal care attendant services to eligible Medicaid recipients to allow these recipients to reside in their
home/community as opposed to having to reside in a nursing home.  Through budget cuts in MDRS' state funding
over the 2010, 2011 and 2012 Legislative budget years; as well as, increases in the Medicaid reimbursement rate in
past years for this service, MDRS is experiencing a shortage in state funding needed to continue to serve these 850
approved slots.   Without this state funding requested, approximately 140 slots could not be funded by MDRS which
would result in these individuals losing their ability to live at home/community and therefore have to be moved to a
nursing home.  If individuals were moved to a nursing home, this would result in a substantial increase in Medicaid's
costs and therefore the state would lose the costs savings of having these clients being served through the Waiver
program as opposed to being served in nursing home, which are paid by Medicaid at a rate much higher than that of
the Waiver programs.  

Total requested increase in state funding for this decision unit is $792,829.
